The minutes of the last regular January 2h, 1961 session having been delivered to the 
Council, were, on Motion, appr oved as published, 


LAST YEAR I BECAME EXTREMELY INTERESTED IN THE SUGGESTION OF THE PLUMBERS AND 
STEAMFITTERS LOCAL UNIONS TO ESTABLISH A CITY GAS CODE, I MADE AN EFFORT IN THIS DIRECTION 
ONLY TO FIND THAT THE GROUP OF ENGINEERS WHO DID SUCH A WONDERFULL JOB OF REVAMPING OUR 
CITY BUILDING CODES WERE BEHIND THE TIME SCHEDULE SET BY US IN CITY COUNCIL, I WAS ADVISED 
TO WAIT AS THERE WAS NOT ENOUGH TIME TO GIVE THE THROUGH STUDY NEEDED TO SUCH AN 
IMPORTANT MATTER,
